Countless magazine and 
newspaper articles have been 
published, recounting the dire 
warning contained in the re- 
port. Extensive educational 
campaigns have been con- 
ducted in schools to acquaint 
young people with the dar- 
gers of smoking. 


_ Many states have sharply 
increased cigarette taxes. To- 
day, a package of cigarettes 
costing only 20 cents in to- 
bacco growing states costs 40 
cents in New York. And as of 
the first of this year, every 
newly produced cigarette 
package must carry this label: 
“Caution: Cigarette Smoking 
May Be Hazardous to You: 
Health.”

There were some dissenting 
voices, before the massive 
anti-smoking propaganda 
campaign got into full swing. 
Among them was Dr. Joseph 
Berkson of Mayo Clinic, @ 
non-smoker, who warned: 

“It was widely predicted at 
the onset of the recent outcry 
linking smoking to cancer of 
the lung that the ensuing 
debate would have the effect 
of an advertising campaign. 
And so it appears to have 
turned out. The American 
public has been made ciga- 
rette-conscious to a degree 
that ‘Madison Avenue’ could 
never have hoped for.” 

A British doctor, Dr. J. A.C 
Brown, attributes the failure 
of this kind of propaganda to 


‘“The Law of Reversed Ef- 


fort,’ which causes “the 
smoker, the obsessional eater 
or drinker (to) be more likely 
to be driven to excess by in- 
duced anxiety and fear than 
to give his habit up.” 

A researcher on public at- 
titudes told a national health 
meeting recently: “Frequent 
repetition of a threatening 
message — in this case, tell- 
ing people that continuing to 
smoke will damage _ their 
health — can produce hostil- 
ity toward the communicator. 
greater rigidity in existing at- 
titudes, and forgetting or dis- 
tortion of previously received 
information.” 

All of which would seem to 
indicate that man is a per- 
verse creature who doesn’t 
like to be told what he ought 
to do for his own good. But 
don’t think there will be a let- 
up in the propaganda. 

After a year of intensive 
anti-smoking education in 
selected schools in Baltimore. 
researchers found students 
were smoking more than stu- 
dents in schools in which the 
program was not conducted. 
It was then announced that 
the program would be. ex- 
tended to younger age groups. 
possibly down to the kinder- 
garten. 

There ought to be a law 
against encouraging those 
five-year olds to take up the 
weed.

The Equinox by Carol Saylor is 
a long, historical, melodramatic 
novel about corruption and Chris- 
tian-pagan conflict in the time of 
the later Roman empire. It begins 
in the time of Marcus Aurelius 
and continues in the reign of his 
son and successor, Commodus. The 
Hero, who is not based on any 
real figure of history, is the son of 
a Germanic Christian woman and 
a centurion who saved Marcus 
Aurelius’s life. Ingenious plotting 
and a rich seasoning of imperial 
Roman debauchery make this a 
good, if not especially distinguish- 
ed, story. 

The setting for Alan William’s 
new rip-roaring, adventure novel, 
Snake Water, is a volcanic river 
in South American country where 
the terrain, the climate and the 
inhabitants come off the page like 
a small town in Hell. The raw 
diamonds are lying along the river 
bank. This is the biggest some- 
thing-for-nothing Sam Reyderbeit 
has ever heard about. The psy- 
chopathic South African drunk, 
enlists the aid of Ben Morris, a 
young English widower who would 
like to forget the death of his 
wife or, failing that, get himself 
killed. They are joined by Melanie 
MacDougal, whose presence on the 
trek into the nearly waterless, 
snake infested back country pres- 
sures the psychological hazards to 
the bursting point. It’s a swift, 
sardonic, can’t-lay-it-down adven- 
ture. 

A hotel setting is one of the 
great unifiers of time, place and 
action (like ships, planes and 
boarding houses) but with Ed 
Lacy’s craftmanship evident in at- 
mosphere, character and dialogue, 
The Hotel Dwellers, is the sort of 
thing that could become one of 
the minor unforgettables. Mr. Lacy 
makes you feel the seedy grandeur, 
smell the stale lobby, and listen to 
the sardonic staff chatter with 
Howie Fisher, an aging man ex- 
isting in a grey area that is death 
in life. His food is tasteless and 
salt-free. So is his relationship 
with his wife. Howie had a heart 
attack at fifty-four and to stay 
alive the doctor had condemned 
him to this treadmill pace. The 
theme is not new — but it is a 
solidly written novel that gets its 
point across.

Most farm workers simply do uot 
have the necessary interest nor 
the necessary abilities. hat’s the 
way it is in this most difficult sys- 
tem we call Democracy. 

BUT IN this system we have 4 
great principle — the principle 
that a man. an individual, can 
succeed on the strength of his own 
ability and drive and. initiative. 
Hating individuals who succeed, 
tearing down the men and women 
who have lived successfully under 
Democracy, signing up workers 
for a labor union under the guise 
that this is the Christian ap- 
proach, belies the principles of 
Democracy, for not only does a 
man have a right to succeed by his 
own initiative, he must, in a dem- 
ocratic system, also face the pos- 
sibility of individual failure. 

WHEN THE failures occur, or 
before they occur, people of the 
church, the grassroots church in 
Porterville, California, and Else- 
where, U.S.A., have a responsibil- 
ity to offer the hand of personal 
Christian friendship (we agree 
with Hartmire that churches have 
not met this responsibility as well 
as they might have).

REVISION OF CAMPAIGN SPENDING 
LAWS STILL CONCERN OF CONGRESS

In his State of the Union 
message President Lyndon B. 
Johnson gave added empha- 
sis to the drive for reform of 
campaign spending laws and 
is expected to spell out pre- 
cise recommendations in a fu- 
ture message to Congress. 

President Johnson’s partic- 
ular suggestions, as reported 
by Congressional Quarterly, 
are as follows: 

First, to stimulate small 
contributions to political par- 
ties and “make it possible for 
those without personal wealth 
to enter public life without 
being obligated to a few large 
contributors” tax incentives 
should be provided.

Secondly, a revision of 
"present unrealistic restric- 
tions on contributions (to 
campaigns) to prohibit the 
endless proliferation of com- 
mittees, bringing local and 
state committees under the 
Act, to attach strong teeth 
.and severe penalties to the 
requirement for full disclo- 
sure of contributions.” 

The President also recom- 
mended four-year terms for 
Congressmen to free them 
from the “almost constant 
process of campaigning” every 
two years. 

Over the years yarious 
methods of getting some 
manner of order into the 
matter of campaign contribu- 
tions have been attempted. 
The late President Kennedy 
asked Congress for a number 
of reforms and had planned a 
White House Conference on 
campaign financing shortly 
before his assassination. 


In 1963 Senators Frank 
Church of Idaho and Barry 
Goldwater of Arizona co- 
sponsored a bill allowing in- 
come tax deductions for polit- 
ical contributions up to $100 
a year.
